Extracts from Hew Books. 


JEFFERSON AS STUDENT AND LOVER. 


From Randall's “ Life of Thomas Jefferson.” 


During Mr. Jefferson’s law course of five years, he usually spent the 
summer months at home, at Shadwell, where the rest of the family con- 
The systematic industry of his college life continued. 
Notwithstanding the time given to company, he contrived to pass nearly 
twice the usual number of hours of law students in his studies. He 
placed a clock in his bedroom, and as soon as he could distinguish its 
hands in the gray of the summer morning, he rose and commenced his 
labors. In winter, he ruse punctually at five. THis hour of retiring in 
the summer, in the country, was nine—in the winter, at ten, At Shad- 
well, his studies were very little interrupted by company. He usually 
took a gallop on horseback during the day, and at twilight walked to 
the top of Monticello. An hour or two given to the society of his 
family, and the favorite violin, completed the list of interruptions, and 
still left fourteen or fifteen hours for study and reading. 

With Mr. Jefferson, the lover succeeded the schoolboy in the due and 
time-honored order, as laid down by the “melancholy Jaques” The 
only record of this affair is to be found ina series of letters addressed b 
him to his friend, John Page, commencing immediately after he left col- 
lege, and extending, at intervals, through the two succeeding years. 
These are to be found at length in the Cungress edition of his Works, 
and also in his Life, by Professor Tucker. They possess some interest, 
perhaps, iu relation to their subject matter, but most, as the earliest 
specimens of their author's epistolary writing which have been pre- 
served. Though they display something of that easy command of 
langnage—that “running pen ”—for which he was afterwards so cele- 
brated, they exhibit no peculiar grace of style, or maturity of thought, 
Perhaps, however, these would scarcely be expected in the careless, off- 
hand effusions of boyish intimacy. It causes a smile to see the fature 
statesman “sighing like furnace” in a first love; concealing, after the 
approved fashion of student life, the name of his mistress under awk- 
ward Latin puns and Greek anagrains, to bary a secret which the world, 
of course, was supposed to bave a vast interest in discovering; delight- 
edly describing happy dances with his * Belinda” in the Apollo (that 
room of the Raleigh tavern where we shall soon find him acting so 
different a part); vowing the customary despairing vow, that “if 
Belinda will not accept his service, it shall never be offered to another; ” 
and so on to the end of the chapter—in the well-beaten track of imme- 
morial prescription. The object of his attachment was a Miss Rebecca 
Burwell (called Belinda, as a pet-name, or by way of concealment), whom 
tradition speaks of as more distinguished for beauty than cleverness, 

llis proposals seem to have been clogged with the condition that he 
must be absent for two or three years in foreign travel before marriage, 
IIe several times expresses this design, specifying England, Holland, 
France, Spain, Italy, Egypt, and a return through the northern British 
provinces in America, as his proposed route. Why he gave this up, does 
not appear. Whether fur this, or because her preferences lay in a 
different direction, Miss Burwell somewhat abruptly married another 
man, in 1764, 

Mr. Jetferson was generally, however, rather a favorite with the 
other sex, and not without reason. Lis appearance was engaging. His 
face, though angular, and far from beautiful, beamed with intelligence, 
with benevolence, and with the cheerful vivacity of a happy, hopeful 
spirit, His complexion was ruddy, and delicately fair; his reddish 
yall hair luxuriant and silken. Lis full, deep-set eyes, the prevail- 
ing color of which was a light Lazel (or flecks of hazel on a groundwork 
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of gray), were peculiarly expressive, and mirrored, as the clear lake 
mirrors the cloud, every emgtion which was passing through his mind. 
He stood six feet two an a half inches in height, and though very slim 
at this period, his form was erect and sinewy, and his movements dis- 
played elasticity and vigor. He was an expert musician, a fine dancer, 
& dashing rider, and there was no manly exercise in which he could not 
play well his part. His manners were unusually graceful, but simple 
and cordial. His conversation already possessed no inconsiderable 
share of that charm which, in after years, was so much extolled by 
friends, andl to which enemies attributed so seductive an influence in 
moulding the young and the wavering to his political views. There 
was a frankness, earnestness, and cordiality in its tone—a deep sym- 
athy with humanity—a confidence in man, and a sanguine hopefulness 
in his destiny, which irresistibly won upon the feelings not only of the 
ordinary hearer, but of those grave men whose commerce with the 
world had perhaps led thei to form less glowing estimates of it—of such 
men as the scholarlike Small, the sagacious Wythe, the courtly and 
gifted Faugnier. Mr. Jefferson’s temper was gentle, kindly, and for- 
giving. If it natorally had anything of that warmth which is the usual 
concomitant of affections and sympathies so ardent, and it no doubt had, 
it had been subjugated by habitual control. Yet, under its even placidity, 
there were not wanting those indications of calm self-reliance and cour- 
age which all instinctively recognize and respect. There is not an in- 
stance on recor( of his having been engaged in a personal rencontre, or 
his having suffered a personal indignity, Possessing the aecomplish- 
ments, he avoided the vices, of the young Virginia gentry of the day, 
and a class of habits, which, if not vices themselves, were too often made 
the preludes to them. He never gambled. To avoid importunities to 
games which were generally accompanied with betting, he never learned 
to distinguish one card from another ; he was moderate in the enjoyments 
of the table; to strong drinks ie had an aversion which rarely yielded 
to any circumstances; his mouth was unpolluted by oaths or tobacco! 
Though he speaks of enjoying “the victory of a favorite horse,” and the 
“death of the fox,” he never put but one horse in training to ran— 
never ran but a single race, and he very rarely joined in the pleasant 
excitement—he knew it to be too pleasant for the aspiring student—of 
the chase. With such qualities of mind and character, with the favor of 
powerful friends and relatives, and even of vice-royalty to urge him on- 
ward, Mr. Jetferson was not a young man to be lightly regarded by the 
young or old of either sex, ,

Lrrerary Forcery.—The following communication discloses a piece of 
knavery which, fortunately, is of rare occurrence. It is surprising that any 
one having areputation to lose, should have ventured, even from economical 
views, upon so reckless and audacious a scheme. The Philadelphia Press 
says in reference to this affair: ‘Mr. Maitland, who handed the fictitious letter 
to Messrs. Fetridge, several months ago, for the express purpose of augmenting 
the value of “Sartaroe” to author as well as publisher, must then have 
believed it genuine. He is bound to clear up the matter—if he can ; to state 
how and when he received the letter; to show, in fact, that he was himself 
imposed upon. It is singular that, having received, as he represented, such 
an eulogistie letter of endorsement from Mr. Irving early in November, he 
should have pressed Mr. Irving for a second opinion on ‘ Sartaroe,” some six 
weeks later.” 


To the Editor of the New York Times: 

New York, Friday, March 19, 1858, 

With reference to the spurious letter published in advertisements of a 
book by Mr. James A. Maitland, and falsely ascribed to Mr. Washington 
Irving, I have received the following from the publishers of the author. 

Mr. Irving naturally shrinks from any more publicity, in connection 
with such an annoyance; but mere justice to the public, if not to him, 
requires that a case so shameful as this should be understood and exposed. 
Messrs. Peterson & Bro. have evidently been the innocent victims of decep- 
tion,—but as they have made extensive use of this spurious document, even 
on the title-page of the book, this s atement from Mr. Irving’s friends be- 
comes a painiul necessity. 

The peculiar circumstances connected with this matter render it pecu- 
liarly annoying to the veteran and respected author, whose kindness and 

ood nature are trespassed upon daily, to a degree that is almost incredible. 
he difference between what he did write to Mr. Maitland, and the docu- 
ment printed,—as well as the dates, &c., will be instructively observed.

On account of the failure of Fetridge & Co., arrange- 
ments were made with us to publish the work, and among other things 
handed to us was Mr. Irving’: own letter.

Sir: The story of the vexatious and annoying letter which Mr. James A. 
Maitland has confexsed to be an undoubted and entire forgery has been ag- 
gravatingly mystified. Plain language, however disagreeable, seems to be 
necessary, to stop at once a gross linposition on the public. wes 

To reduce the whole matter to the simplest, briefest and most explicit 
form, permit me to say, by request, and by positive authority, (for I have no 
selfish interest in the matter :) 

1. That the letter advertised as written by Mr. Irving to Maitland, dated 
November 1, 1857, is a forgery from i to last, the original being found to 
be a clumsy imitation of Mr. Irving’s handwriting. 

2. That the second letter, dated December 12, as copied in part by Mr. 
Maitland for his publishers, was altered and interpolated by said Maitland. 

3. Maitland’s admission that the first letter is a forgery is hereto annexed. 
The partial forgery of the second is — by the original itself. 

4. That the only interview Maitland ever had with Mr. Irving was one of 
a few minutes in October last. 

5. That the only letters ever written to Maitland by-Mr. Irving were (1) 
a short answer in July, 1857, to his earnest request, to permit a dedication 
of a forthcoming book, and (2) the letter of December 12, written in an an- 
swer to repeated requests for a notice of his own book. « 
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g. That the original documents and facts all clearly prove that both 
Messrs. Fetridge & Co. and T. B. Peterson of Philadelphia have been the 
victims of a gross fraud, of which they could have had no suspicion.

The following additional correspondence in relation to this disgraceful af- 
fair, is taken from the daily journals, It seems quite unnecessary to attempt 
changing the issue, which is, who did forge the letter? and Mr. Maitland 
owes it to the public, as well as to his publishers, to make a full disclosure: 


G. P. Purnam—Dear Sir: I am astonished to see that the ecard which you 
publish in the New York Tribune and New York Evening Post of yesterday, 
and in the New York Daily Times of this day, differs materially from the one 
which you showed to me on Saturday, in the presence of Messrs. Wm. Henry 
Brown and E PD. Long, and the publication of which I agreed to authorize. 

The card, in fact, has been altered, interpolated, and important parts of 
it omitted. Most essential is the omission in your card of the letter which 
Mr. Irving did write, and which I stipulated from the first should go in with 
it in the same communication. This omission, coupled with the general tenor 
of the alterations, may lead the public to infer that Mr. Irving never wrote 
any letter of praise to Mr. Maitland at all. 

The use of my name in the card, as it appears in print, is, therefore, 
wholly unauthorized. I supposed after your promise that the card, as shown 
to me, should be published entire and without alteration, that you would keep 
your word, or I would have remained in New York to superintend its publi- 
cation myself.

As to the “real letter” of Mr. Irving, instead of ignoring it, I had sent 
and taken it twice for publication in the Times and Tribune, before you had 
any chance to “ superintend” or dictate about it. That you should dictate 
anything asa condition to signing a simple admission required by common 
ustice, surprised me. But I deny having omitted the slightest thing that 

Mr. W. G. King, who took my statement to the journals speci- 
fied, will certify that the “real letter” accompanied it. [Ido so certify.

Lewis & Broop favor us with volume 8 of “ Reports of Cases Argued and 
Determined in the Court of Common Pleas for the City and County of New 
York, with Notes, References, and an Index,” by E. Delafield Smith, Coun- 
sellor at Law. This volume contains reports of selected general term de- 


| cisions from April, 1854, to January, 1855. Appended to these are all the 


cases determined under the laws relating to mechanics’ liens, since the publi- 
cation of the second volume. 


Truman & Sporrorp send a copy of ‘ Tracts for To-Day,” by M. D. Con- 
way, miuister of the First Congregational Church, Cincinnati, Ohio, It 
contains a number of discourses on devotional subjects, 


Rosert Carter & Brorners have got out vols. 3 and 4 of Dr. Sprague’s 
“ Annals of the American Pulpit,” which are devoted to Presbyterians. They 
also publish “ Hymns of the Church Militant ;” a “ book of hymns for private 
use. They are chosen from many sources; are of many countries; and were 
written, some of them, centuries ago.” Also a little book for Juveniles, enti- 
tled ‘‘ Passing Clouds; or, Love conquering Evil.” 

Joun P. Jewerr & Co. issue “ The Pitts-Street Chapel Lectures.” “In 
Boston, ten of the Unitarian societies unite—under the name of the Benevo- 
lent Fraternity of Churches—to support Free Chapels, and to send ministers 
to those having none. As these ministers are limited to no class, yo 
called Ministers at-large. Connected with the Ministry-at-large, is Pitte- 
Street Chapel. The ‘ Pitts-Street Chapel Associates,’ a society of men, last 
year invited ministers from six denominations to preach at the chapel from 
the text, ‘What shall I do to be saved?’ This course of sermons was emi- 
nently successful as to attendance and results This year the same associa- 
tion invited clergymen from six denominations to preach a series of sermons 
in which each should plainly declare why he is compelled to hold and teach 
his creed. The interest in this course was so wide-spread and intense, that 
a call has been made for the publication of the same. Hence the issue of the 
present volume.” These lectures are by Rev. William R. Clark, on Method- 
ism; Rev. Thomas B. Thayer, on Universalism; Rev. James N. Sykes, on 
Baptists; Rev. Nehemiah Adams, on Congregationalism ; Rev. George M. 
Randall, on the Protestant Episcopal Church; and Rey. Orville Dewey, on 
Unitarianism. 

A. D. F. Ravvotrn publishes a new edition of a “ Manual of the Chaldee 
language,” by Elias Riggs, D.D. The first edition was published in 1832, 
and the author observes: “ After an absence of twenty-four years in the for- 
eign missionary service in Greece and Turkey, it seemed to me due to the 
cause of Biblical literature that I should revise and re-edit the Chaldee Man- 
ual. This, with the full concurrence and approbation of Prof. Hackett, I 
have undertaken, availing myself of whatever seemed to be improvements in 
Prof. Winer’s second edition, and i:corporating numerous manuscript notes 
of my own. To the brief view of the Rabbinic dialect in the Appendix, bas 
beeu added a similar view of the Samaritan. The former is a Chaldaizing 
Hebrew, the latter a Hebraizing Chaldee.” The same publisher also issues 
“Teachings of the Master: with an _——_ to explain and euforce them, by 
a Disciple.” The author thus explains the purpose of this work. “The 
rcade rs of the Bible may be greatly assisted in ascertaining the meaning of 
what they read, by carefully attending to what Scripture elsewhere says on 
the same subject, and thus bringing together whatever instruction it gives 
on any particular point. This is what is called examining parallel texts. It 
may be a useful exercise to take ap some important passages in the Gospels, 
mf what light may be thrown upon them by pursuing this plan. This 
I have attempted to do in the little volume now presented to the public.
